WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  The 
lint  world  meeting  of  Baptist 
youth  to  be  held  In  North  Am¬ 
erica  is  scheduled  for  Toronto, 
Canada,  June  27 July  2,  1858. 

Baptist  World  Alliance  offices 
here  announced  dates  for  the 
Baptist  Youth  World  Conference 
after  a  meeting  of  the  adminis¬ 
trative  section  of  its  youth  com¬ 
mittee. 

The  committee  chose  the  Var¬ 
sity  Arena  and  Vanity  Stadium 
at  University  of  Toronto  as  pla¬ 
ces  where  the  conferences  will 
be  held.  Plans  have  been  made 
to  accommodate  a  minimum  of 
6000  and  a  maximum  of  80fl& 
delegates  because  of  housing 
and  auditorium  space  available. 

The  Alliance  urged  every  Bap¬ 
tist  group  in  the  world  to  send 
its  delegates.  Priority  will  be 
given  young  people  and  Baptist 
youth  leaden  from  outside 
North  America.  The  program  is 
planned  for  young  people  above 
15  yean  of  age.  ( 

The  theme  will  be  “Christ  far 
i  the  World— Now." 


The  post-Convention  meeting 
of  the  State  Convention  Board 
will  be  held  at  the  Baptist 
Building  in  Jackson,  Tuesday, 
Dec.  4,*  if  has  been  announced 
by  Dr.  Chester  L.  Quarles, 
executive  secretary-treasurer. 

This  meeting  will  be  the  first 
one  for  this  convention  year 
since  the  election  of  the  Board 
by  the  Convention  in  session 
Nov.  13-15. 

The  election  of  officers  will 
be  the  fint  order  of  business 
at  2  p.  m.  since  the  1955-56  of¬ 
ficers'  terms  have  expired. 

Another  important  phase  will 
be  the  election  of  the  nine-man 
Executive  Committee.  This  is 
done  by  ballot  with  nominations 
from  the  floor. 

This  year's  Board  will  be  in¬ 
creased  by  one  member,  bring¬ 
ing  it  to  76,  with  the  recognition 
of  the  newly-formed  Adams 
County  Association  by  the  re¬ 
cent  Convention.
